A new achievement was credited 
to the Main Line Orchestra Associa- 
tion last Sunday when it presented 
Anna Case, talented soprano, in a 
concert recital at the Ardmore 
Theatre. 

Over iooo residents of the Main 
Line attended this, the third pro- 
gram of the series of five musical 
events under the auspices of the 
association. 

The audience heard with delight 
and enthusiasm a program of tune- 
ful and light numbers, which served 
well to bring out Miss Case's beau- 
tiful and well-modulated voice, as 
well as her pleasing stage personal- 
ity. She offered songs in English, 
French, German and Latin, singing 
in each language with equally clear 
enunciation. 

An exceptionally pleasing stage 
setting framed a background for the 
recital. Miss Case wore a pink 
gown in the style of the last century. 
Her hair was done in the Spanish 
style, with a large comb. As a 
back-drop there was a scene paint- 
ed with Maxfield Parrish brilliancy. 
Opens With Handel. 

The program opened with a deli- 
cate, sympathetic singing of Han- 
del's "Angels Ever Bright and 
Fair." The four other numbers of 
the first part were all chosen from 
the classical school. They were 
"Chantons les Amours de Jean," ar- 
ranged by Weckerlin; "Patron das 
Macht der Wind," Bach; "Care 
Selve," Handel, and "Alleluja," Mo- 
zart. 

' Four light melodies in French 
formed the second part of the_ pro- 
gram. They were "Arietta." Vidal ; 
"L'Insect Aile," Nerini ; "Le Beau 
Peye," Flegier, and "Le Moulin,''" 
Pierne. Miss Case responded "to 
sustained applause by singing as an 
encore "Robins, Sing Me a Song," 
by Spross. 

The operatic number chosen was 
the aria "Mi Chiamano Mimi," 
from "La Boheme." Here the 
range of the singer's voice and her 
stage personality received then- 
greatest test of the program, and 
made their greatest impression. As 
an encore she sang "Chanson d'ln- 
doue," of Rimsky-Korsakoff. 
Final Numbers Varied. 

Of varied kinds were the final 
numbers. Miss Case sang "Toy.'' 
Watts; "Lilacs." Rachmaninoff; 
"The Night Wind," Farley, repeat- 
ed by request; "Svnnoves Song," 
Kjerulf, and "The Answer," Terry. 
As an encore she gave "Song of the 
Open," by La Forge. 

Then, after continued applause. 
the singer returned to the stage 
without her accompanist. Max Jaf- 
fe, and accompanying herself. 
pleased all present with "Annie 
Laurie." 

The next concert under orchestra 
auspices will be a recital by the 
French-Cook-Vogel trio in the Ard- 
more Theatre on Sunday, April n. 
The trio is composed of Rosetta 
Samuel French, pianist; Frederick 
Cook, violinist, and Adolph Vogel. 
'cellist. 



Lower Merion Sinks Norristown 

29-28 and Goes into Tie for Title 



Before noo frantic basketball 
fans who crowded every inch of 
available space in the Norristown 
Junior High gym Saturday night, 
Norristown, proud champion of 
the 1924 Suburban League, was 
sunk by Lower Merion, 29-28. The 
game, which was nip and tuck from 
the start, and chuck full of thrills, 
was one of the tightest scraps in 
which the Maroon and White has 
participated in for several seasons. 

Appropriately enough, Captain 
Jim Faulk, of the Ardmore five, 
scored the winning point. In the 
closing minutes of the torrid tilt, 
he toed the 15- foot mark, and in 
the midst of a perfect bedlam drop- 
ped an accurate foul toss through 
the basket for the point which meant 
victory for Lower Merion and a 
tie for the leadership of the Subur- 
ban League. 

It was sweet revenge for the Ard- 
more five which had been beaten 
earlier in the season on its own floor 
in Ardmore by the Norristown 
quintet. 

Norristown jumped into the lead 
at the beginning of the battle, and 
in short order piled up a score of 
8-0. Lower Merion seemed dazed 
and slow of foot. It rallied to drop 
a duo of double-deckers into the 
basket, but Norristown countered 
with three more points of its own, 
and at the end of the first 10 minutes 
of play the tally stood L. M. 4; 
N. H.'S., 11. 

Then the fir began to fly. The 
Norristown defense seemed to 
weaken, and before Fishburne's 
courtmen could grasp the situation, 



the Merion basketeers, showing a 
world of reserve, had opened up an 
attack that placed them but one 
point behind the leaders. The gong 
for the end of the first half ended 
with the count 16-15 > n favor of 
Norristown. 

That the onslaught in the last 
minutes of the first half was not a 
mere flash, Lower Merion quickly 
demonstrated as soon as it took the 
floor in the second period. It sprang 
in the lead never to be headed 
again. Three double-deckers spun 
through the Norristown basket in 
quick order. 

The county seat dribblers had 
lost their early-game pep — seemed 
heavy of foot and dead. Field shots 
continued to roll in. Superb guard- 
ing by Mandes and Morris, who 
superbbly solved their opponents' 
method of attack, served to keep 
the Norristown scoring down to a 
minimum. 

After its basket had been bom- 
barded for some minutes by Lower 
Merion, Norristown at last snapped 
out of it and came out to do a bit 
of attacking itself. Soon the score 
was tied, broken, tied again, broken 
once more and then tied for a third 
time. 

Kohlas opened the final quarter 
with a pair of double-deckers. 
Ramsey, of Norristown, then caged 
a foul try, but Fred Slack quickly 
dropped in a field goal for Merion, 
making its lead a matter of five 
points. 

With five minutes of play left, 
Norristown caged a foul, but this

At its meeting Monday night, 
Council, through its Highway 
Committee, completed its survey 
and rendered a decision on a, 
problem which arose in connec- 
tion with the 1925 paving pro- 
gram. 

The matter, which has been the 
subject for investigation over a 
period of many weeks, was report- 
ed on by the Highway Committee, 
of which Robert, Fellows Wood is 
chairman, in a complete and inter- 
esting report, which is printed in 
full : 

Report on Rockland Avenue. 

The monthly report of the Highways 
and Sewers Committee to the Narberth 
Borough Council on March 8, 1926. 
contained the following in reference to 
Rockland Avenue: 

Although you gave this committee 
authority at the last meeting to settle 
the claims of the Rockland Avenue 
residents in accordance with principles 
which your committee considered to be 
fair and just, this matter has run into a 
sum of money which causes us to be- 
lieve that it should be embodied in this 
report as a permanent record in order 
that in the future there may be no mis- 
understanding as to the reason why the 
residents of Rockland Avenue were in 
this instance given a considerable relict 
from the amounts originally charged 
against them for sidewalk construction. 

The Rockland Avenue people base 
their claim upon the assertion that a 
sidewalk grade was established on the 
north side of Rockland Avenue in 1909. 
and that their sidewalks had been laid 
in accordance with that grade. They 
maintain that any subsequent alteration 
of the grade as occurred in 1925 was 
done at the discretion of the Borough 
and that they could not be compelled 
lo spend the cost of new sidewalks at 
the new grade. They cited in support 
of their contention Borough Ordinance 
:N'o. 120. Section 1, dated May s. 1.009, 
aile* also produced at a public hearing 
Mr. A. L. Lambert, who testified that 
in f.Klil he owned the property r>.t 115 
Rockland Avenue and that Albright 
and Mebus, the Borough Engineers, set 
grade stakes for him in front of that 
property at that time and in accordance 
with Borough Ordinance No. 129. 

Your committee examined and read 
Borough Ordinance No. 12!) and ad- 
dressed letters of inquiry to Albright 
and Mebus regarding the running of 
lines on Rockland Avenue in 1909. 
They replied first on January IS over 
the signature of Mr. Mebus saying. 
"The writer as well as his assistant 
have searched all orders, records and 
all our plans and we find nothing to 
indicate that curb grades were ordered 
to be established by the Borough or 
given on Rockland Avenue prior to 
192ii." 

In response to a direct inquiry re- 
garding the testimony of Mr. Lambert. 
Mr. Mebus wrote on February IS: "I 
find that we did set curb stakes for a

HONOR COURT 



Of Main Line Scouts Held at 
Narberth. 

The most important event in 
the lives of the local Boy Scouts 
was the Court of Honor of the 
Main Line District, which was 
held recently in the Narberth Na- 
tional Bank building. 

There were five Narberth 
scouts who were present to take 
the tests in the several classifica- 
tions of scout work. Through 
some teachnicalities, three of them 
were declared ineligible. 

Horace S. Sheneman and Ro- 
bert Harris, of Troop No. 1, re- 
presented the local boys and suc- 
cessfully passed the examinations. 
These will entitle the former to 
wear six new merit badges, while 
the latter was awarded four. 

Scout Sheneman, taking a total 
ul six tests, which he passed suc- 
cessfully, won the highest num- 
ber of points and was awarded 
the chest of high grade. machine 
tools presented by Hon. Ed- 
ward C. Griswald, president of 
the Borough Council and a mem- 
ber of the Troop Committee. 

The members of the Court of 
Honor who conducted the exam- 
inations were Dr. B. K. Wilbur, 
chairman : A. L. Hoskins, Wil- 
liam K. Holman, Carl B. Metz- 
ger, Henry M. Faucett. assistant 
executive, and Ralph R. Garrick. 

The official report of the Court 
showed that seven Main Line 
boys passed from two to six of 
the tests. They were: Horace S. 
Sheneman and Morris Harris, 
Troop No. 1, Narberth; John 
Parkinson and Oswald K. Smith, 
of Troop No. 1, Bryn Mawr; Paul 
Burton, Ardmore, No. 1 ; Cason 
Rucker, Bala-Cynwyd, No. 2, and 
Allen H. Smith, Bala, No. 1. 

These boys, having demonstrat- 
ed that they had complied with 
all of the scout requirements, are 
now entitled to wear the merit 
badges for the several subjects 
which they have mastered. 



The property owners and resi- 
dents of Narberth should know and 
keep it in mind that their seven 
representatives in the Borough 
Council, as well as the Burgess and 
other borough officials, are being 
constantly subjected to pressure 
from various sources seeking to 
bring about an amendment of the 
zoning ordinance by which business 
enterprises will be permitted to lo- 
cate on Montgomery avenue. It is 
very likely that this pressure will 
steadily increase and ultimately re- 
sult in a lawsuit, by which the 
borough will be compelled to defend 
its zoning .ordinance through the 
State Courts. 

The members of the Zoning Com- 
mission look to Council for advice 
and guidance in this matter because 
Council alone has authority to modi- 
fy or amend the ordinances. The 
matter has not been formally pre- 
sented to Council as yet, but has 
come up informally with reference 
to a request from Mrs. Fleming to 
rent the corner of her property at 
Montgomery and Haverford ave- 
nues for a filling station. At the 
Council meeting last Monday eve- 
ning, Senator Stites, the borough 
solicitor, reported informally that 
the American Stores Company is re- 
newing its effort to get permission 
from Council to erect a store on the 
property which they own at the 
junction of Sabine and Narberth 
avenues, very near Montgomery 
pike. In each of these instances, 
Council has manifested a unanimous 
determination not to modify the 
zoning ordinance and to defend it in 
the Courts if necessary. 

The development of the City of 
Philadelphia westward makes it in- 
evitable that many lines of business 
could establish themselves profitably 
along Montgomery pike, and it 
seems as though it must have oc- 
curred to various promoters, prob- 
ably resident in Philadelphia, that 
the Narberth frontage on Mont- 
gomery pike would be a good loca- 
tion for a business development and 
one which might probably be more 
easily obtained than the sections of 
the pike farther west. 

The absence of a zoning law in 
Lower Merion township has already 
made possible some business devel- 
opment on the north side of Mont- 
gomery pike, abutting Narberth, 
and that may ultimately make the 
owners of the opposite properties in 
Narberth restive to obtain for 
themselves the increased increment 
which might seem to them to be 
easily available. It seems quite 
probable that while Narberth prop- 
erties abutting Montgomery pike 
might increase in value with a busi- 
ness development, an equal number 
of Narberth properties just to the 
east of them would correspondingly 
decrease as residence locations with- 
out any equal increase for business 
purposes. It is the traffic on the 
pike which creates the business 
value and not any development in- 
side the borough. 

The information contained in this 
article has been supplied to ''Our 
Town" by a member of Council, 
who suggests that all people who 
feel that their properties might be 
'affected should keep in touch with 
the situation and let their opinions 
be known to Council whenever it 
seems to be desirable.

12 years the busy honey-makers 
have buzzed in and out of the 
hives on the lot opposite the 
schools on Sabine avenue. 

But progress has driven even 
this small bit of farming from our 
borough. Chicken coops are 
frowned upon as a nuisance where 
they once were a part of many 
yards. Vegetable gardens are 
few and far between. Rambling 
flower gardens have given way to 
closely planted tracts. Lawns are 
narrower. 

Many residents will recall that 
not so many years ago Mr. Wentz 
plowed up a half-acre at Stuart 
and Conway avenues and grew a 
field of buckwheat. That patch 
was the talk of the town when it 
was in full bloom and many resi 
dents, young and old alike, came 
to see what real buckwheat looked 
like "in the stalk." 

"Them days is gone forever. 
Those of us who must have open 
space about us are moving from 
five to 25 miles westward. As 
fast as a family deserts the bor- 
ough, two more are ready to come 
in — maybe in apartments made 
from the recently deserted house. 

Sentimentally, we hate like all- 
get-out to see Narberth lose for- 
ever its easy-going, loosely popu- 
lated character.

COUNCIL ADJUSTS CLAIMS _.

man by the name of Lambert in 1909 
and another by the name of Wurst. 
The order in the book is in my own 
handwriting but there is no note show- 
ing who ordered it nor can I find in our 
field notes in 1909 any record showing 
to what elevation the curb stakes were 
set. I am sorry that our records are 
not more complete." 

Your committee later wrote to Al- 
bright and Mebus and asked what prin- 
ciples or instructions governed them in 
establishing the grade that they did. es- 
tablish on the north side of Rockland 
Avenue in 1925. In spite of its length 
it seems to your committee to be desir- 
able and necessary to make a part of 
this report and record the letter which 
Mr. Mebus wrote on February 25 in 
reply to that inquiry, and that letter is 
attached herewith. 

It is the opinion of your committee 
that the residents of Rockland Avenue 
have proved their case and that there- 
fore the question as to whether the 
Ramsdell Construction Company de- 
stroyed their sidewalks without author- 
ity is entirely secondary, so far as the 
liability of these residents is concerned. 
It is the intention of your committee 
therefore acting under your authority 
previously given to notify each of the 
Rockland Avenue residents that they 
are not liable for charges for new side- 
walks, except for those portions' of 
their walks which had been previously 
condemned and ordered replaced by 
the Street Commissioner. This will 
apply to all bills whether issued by the 
Borough or by the Ramsdell Construc- 
tion Company. This will cause a total 
reduction in the bills of the Borough 
and the Ramsdell Construction Com- 
pany amounting to $672.37, and it is the 
recommendation of your committee 
that that sum be deducted from the 
amount which the Borough now owes 
Albright and Mebus for supervising the 
street improvement program. 

In making this recommendation' it is 
not our purpose to penalize the Bor- 
ough Engineers but to be sure that, the 
necessary initial steps to reimburse the 
Borough for this unnecessary loss are 
immediately taken in such a way as to 
place the burden of further proof and 
investigation upon Albright and Mebus, 
who appear to be responsible. It would 
be the intention of your committee to 
regard itself as a friendly third party to 
further negotiations which might be 
brought forward by Albright and 
Mebus and by the Ramsdell Construc- 
tion Company in an effort to prove on 
which one this loss should finally rest 
or whether it should be divided be- 
tween them. If this meets with the 
approval of Council, it will be the as- 
sumption of this committee that the 
Borough Treasurer shall be instructed 
by us to enter a contra-charge of 
$672.37 on the Borough's account with 
Albright and Mebus who will of course 
be notified of this decision by your 
committee. ,
